“fIRE CHIEF'S REPORT. 
I beg to report that during the year 
"1917 the City has been, very fortunate 


in having practically no fire loss, and 
very few fire calls of any description. 
There was in all sixteen calls made up 
as follows: 

6 chimney fires? loss nil. 

1 overheated stove pipe, loss about 
$50.00... ; 

1-lamp exploding, loss about $15.00. 

1_fire outside city limgs, J. Bailes’ 
residence. 

False alarms: 2, cause unknown; 2 
‘wrong phone number beng given; 3, 
lightning .interfering with wires. 

The average attendance at fires was 
18 men; the average attendance at 
false alarm calls was 17 men. 

Twelve hundred feet of 2% in. fire 
hose was laid and 85 gallons chemicals 
was used. 

uring the year 49 practices were 
held, the average attendance being 19 
men. 

The horses have been trained every 
evening, and the fire alarm’ tested 
weekly. We have been fortunate in 
keeping the list of members filled ‘up, 
and the members have shown great 
interest in the running of the depart- 
ment, and work with the aim of keep- 
ing the brigade up to its-old stand- 
ard. yf 

There is at present five men in all 
sleeping at the Iall, qnly one is being 
paid from now on, as the rest use the 
Hall Yor a convenience. I would sug- 
gest that the one man paid now be 
kept on as he is handy in case of a 
night call in closing doors and firing 
up to prevent pipes, etc., freezing in 
the Fire Hall. 

The apparatus is in good repair, the 
2% in hose has been inspected and 
tested twice during the year There is 
at present 1350 ft. in first class con- 
dition, 700 ft. in fair condition for re- 
serve, and 450 ft. which will not stand 
high pressure, most used on public 
works. 

The one inch chemical hose on tank 
is in poor shape, and may have to be 
replaced (this is over nine years old), 
but can be secured rom Calgary at any

Dear Theresa,—It is fairly cosy here 
in our domicile, this capacions attic

Ten days spent in this burg has en- 
hanced rather than diminished for me 
the attractions of town life as com- 
pared with that in the smaller villages 
we are usually billeted in when out 
of the line. Of course, it could not be 
compared to the trenches, anything is 
preferable to them. There the least 
of our troubles is the uncongeniality 
of our surroundings as long as our 
domiciles are half ways bomb-proof. 

The shop windows, resplendent with 
their varied displays, with the glimp- 
ses they provide of brilliantly lighted 
interiors, possess a sort of magnetism 
for me, even after I have expended my 
half-monthly portion of the coin of 
the realm. Much of:my leisure time 
is spent wandering round the streets 
of the town. -Of course, I must admit 
the displays of goods are far from the 
only attractions these French shops 
boast, there is usually one or more 
alluring demoisolle behind the count: 
ers, modishly dressed with an adept's 
knowledge of cosmetics, and some- 
times I am tempted to bring my’ limit- 
ed French into play in order to con- 
verse with them. Usually disaster 
awaits my efforts for though I suc- 
ceed making mademoisele understand 
me, her mile-a-minute replies leave me 
entirely at,sea. One little pattern of 
laintiness, however, by means of an 
nglish-French dictionary had master- 
ed a fair-amount of English, anl for 
about three-quarters of an hour seem- 
ed to derive much amusement jn cor- 
recting my faulty pronunciation of her 
owl. language, while I did my humble 
best to explain to her the meaniug 
of English words which puzzled ber,

I hope he is re- 
covering alright in some hospital in 
Blighty now.

The following letter from Cecil 
Parker, of Horn Hill, will also be in- 
teresting reading: 


Queen’s Park Hospital, 
Birchington, E. Kent, 
England, 
November 12th, 1917. 

Dear folks,—I should have written 
you before since landing in England, 
but was too lazy, because I have felt 
well enough too. I think I @ame to 
the best hospital in England, as it isa 
gentleman’s residence, and all the 
work is done voluntarily, nursing and 
everything. 

The grub is dandy, and I have just 
stowed away an enormous dinner for 
a sick man. The wards we are in, be- 
fore the war, were a private museum, 
the largest private one in the world 
they say, and there are animal heads 
of every description sticking around 
all over the place, and a lot more 
stuff they are going to show us as soon 
as Gve are up. 

I don’t know if you will want to hear 
about it or not, but I will give you a 
kind of description of my experiences 
when I was hit. 

A bunch of us were detailed to stay 
at the horselines when the battalion 
went in the line, as a kind of reserve 
In case of emergency. They didn’t 
give us long to rest, and the very first 
day they sent us in to the line with

Well, I walked 
back to the transport lines and ate ap 
about all the bully beef and hard tack 
they had and then went to bed. Jack 
Leithead, Ken. Ivan, and I were all 
together, Jack and I bunking together. 
Up till then my side felt fine, but as 
soon as I lay down I had to smartly 
get up again. After a while I reported 
to headquarters, and they sent me to 
a dressing station. I went from there 
to a clearing station, thence on to a 
train right through to a Canadian 
base hospital, and after a few weeks 
they shipped me over here. They put 
the X-rays on me at the base and 
dug the little piece of shrap- 
nel out of my side, and now I am fine 
and dandy, it hardly bothers me at 
all. I have every mortal thing a fel- 
low could wish for here. When one 
gets out of bed they give you a nice 
blue suit, white shirt and collar, and 
red tie, regular dandies we are. 

I brought all my shaving kit, etc., 
with me from France, but the Cana- 
dian Red Cross give you a nice bag 
here as soon as ‘you arrive in hospital 
containing razor (I have an auto-strop 
of my own which I bought in Edin- 
burgh when Tom and I were up last 
spring) brush, soap, hair brush, comb, 
tooth-brush, and a lot of other useful 
stuff which comes in very handy in- 
deed. Well, I will close, sincerely 
hoping you are all in the best of 


health and that you will take the best.

Hog Raising Is Very Profitable 


H® raising of hogs has for long 
been one of the most profitable 
branches of the farming indus- 

try in Western Canada. At the pre- 
sent time the returns from hogs are 
greater than ever, while the growing 
shortage of meat all over the world 
ensures a safe and profitable market 
for many years to come. Nowhere 
are the returns safer and greater 
than in Western Canada, where the 
land is cheap, where feed crops can 
be raised in abundance, and’ where 
the climatic conditions are such as to 
reduce the risk of disease to a mini- 
mum. No class of stock brings re- 
turns more quickly to the farmer 
than hogs. The proficiency and the 
rapidity in which they grow to mar- 
ketable size ensure a maximum pro- 
duction of meat in the shortest time. 
1,500 pounds of dressed meat is a 
moderate estimate of what can be 
produced from one sow In one year. 

The principal hog foods of Western 
Canada are alfalfa, oats, barley and 
wheat. Alfalfa, the king of hog fod- 
ders, is grown successfully through- 
out the west, especially in the irrt- 
gated areas of Southern Alberta. 
Oats and barley are exceptionally 
good crops. and produce splendid 
pork and bacon of excellent flavor, 
which always commands. thé top 
market price. For growing hogs 
there js no superior food than West- 
ern Canadian oats, which weigh up 
to 52 pounds to the bushel, and con- 
tain a large amount of meat and a 
comparatively small amount of hull. 
For fattening purposes, barley is 
chiefly relied upon, and there fs no 
doubt that. apart:from the weight of 
the hull. barley grown in Western 
Canada is equal in food value to corn, 
and produces a superior quality of 
meat. 

A typical example of the success- 
ful hog breeder of Western Canada {s 
F. H. Wieneke, of Stony Mountain, 
Manitoba. Mr. Wieneke has been as- 
scciated with hog raising practically 
since the day of his birth fifty-five 
years ago, in a log hut in Iowa, when 


asd 


hog raising was in its infancy in that 
part of the State. The farm on 
which the hut was located could thon 
have been bought for $6 an acre, 
and, he says, “{t is but one of hun- 
dreds of corn and livestock farms in 
lowa that raise corn and sell hogs.” 
in hog ruising in Western Canada. 

In the fall of 1908 he decided to 
come to Manitoba, because, to put it 
in his own words, “I thought hog 
raising would be more profitable 
there than in the more densely popu- 
lated farming community of Iowa, 
which proved to be true.” 

Since locating in Manitoba he has 
been a regular attendant and ex- 
hibitor at the International Live 
Stock Show at Chicago, and has won 
the Grand Championship over all 
champions of other breeds in the 
brood sow classes for three years in 
succession. Every time he has been 
there he has met some of his old 
friends who would invariably ask 


‘him how he achieved his success in 


raising hogs without corn.- To this 
question he would invariably reply. 
“You fellows feed too much corn 
That is why you always have to be 
on the lookout for large sires to keep 
up the size and stamina of your 
herds. Our feed fs the kidd that pro- 
duces good starchy pigs, with plenty 
of ham and a deep_side of bacon, 
which you cannot get by feeding 
corn.” In addition to winning the 
Grand Championship Mr. Wieneke 
has also won thirty-four champion 
honors at twenty-four of the best 
shows in Western Canada. 

Farmers who breed the quick ma- 
turing and easy keeping kind get 
their surplus on the market at about 
five to seven months of age. and they 
are invariably sold before cold wea- 
ther. One of Mr. Wieneke’s neigh- 
bors sold his 1916 pigs in October 
realizing about $20.00 each for them. 
and he fed them but little grain in 
addition to good pasture and man- 
gels. That was last year. This year 
the market {s.much better. and con- 


siderably higher prices have beens 


realized. 

Barley, shorts, bran, and mangels, 
with skim milk, Mr. Wieneke con- 
siders an ideal ration for growing 
pigs, and barley and wheat-fed, or 
finely ground screenings, with a few 
Mangels, make as good a finisher as 
can be had in any country. All these 
can be produced cheaply and abun- 
dantly in the Prairle Provinces. He 
always tries to have plenty of pas- 
ture, and finds that fall rye makes 
the best in the fall and early spring, 
but for the rest of ‘the growing sea- 
son alfalfa is the best. In 1916 he 
had a fleld of alfalfa which averaged 
four and a half tons to the acre, and 
which was cut three times. For 
those who have no alfalfa he recom- 
mends a mixture of barley «nd rye 
sown at different times during the 
summer. He also feeds chopped rye 
to pigs of all ages and grown hogs, 
varying as to the age of the animal, 
and finds it one of the best feeds to 
produce growth and muscle, 

Hog raising has been making big 
money for many farmers in Western 
Canada this year. To the small 
farmer they are indispensable. afford- 
ing him a steady income. Every 
week prices are rising, and a few in- 
stances of sales made by farmers in 
Alberta this year will be illuminate. 
ing. In April last a number of farm- 
ers of Bon Accord, Alberta, clubbed 
together and shipped a car contain- 
ing 85 hogs, weighing 17,400. on 
which they realized $2,563.51. after 
payment of freight and expenses. In 
June a farmer of Crossfield, Alberta,: 
shipped a car of 84 hogs to Calgary.' 
Their total weight was 20,000 and the 
net amount realized by this farmer, 
was $3.000. In September a Gleichen 
farmer shipped two cars of hogs in 
successive weeks, on the first of 
which his net receipts were $3,500,/ 
and on the second $4,089. The price 
of which the hogs in the latter car| 
were sold was $19 a hundred pounds. | 
In the same month a car load made’ 
up by a party of twelve farmers of 
Leduc, Alberta, and sold at Edmon-, 
ton, realized $2.123.61. Another car,), 
from Sangudo, Alberta, made up by; 
five farmers, netted the owners 
$1,580. The price of the hogs Inj 
these two cases was $17.50 a hun-. 
dred pounds. A farmer of St. Al-; 
berta. Alberta. sold 79 hogs at Ed-; 
monton in Sertember. on which he 
realized $2,394.70, or an average of 
$42.53. The {initial cost and the cost

London, Jan. 6.—Premier Lloyd 
George, addressing the trades’ unions 
today on the subject of war aims, safa 
that only the clearest, greatest, and 
most just causes would justify the con- 
tinuance, even for a day, of “this un- 
speakable agony of nations.” 

The premier continued: 

“We ought to be able to state clear- 
ly and.definitely not only the princi- 
ples for which we are fighting, but 
their definite, concrete application to 
the war map of the world. 


“We have arrived,” the premier 
went on, “at the most critical hour of 
this terrible conflict, and before any 
government takes the fateful decision 
as to the conditions under which it 
ought either to terminate or continue 
the struggle it ought to be satisfied 
that the conscience of the nation is 
behind those conditions” 


IS SEEKING VIEWS. 


Mr. Lloyd George said that during 
the- last few days he had taken spec- 
jal pains to ascertain the views and 
the attitude of the representative men 
of all sections of thought in the coun- 
try. He had read the statement of 
Labor's war aims he continued, and 


had discussed the subject of war aims 
with former Premier Asquith and with 
Viscount Grey. Had the Nationalist 
leaders in Ireland not been engaged 
with the tangled problem of Irish self- 
government he would have been happy 
to exchange views with them. 


He had also consulted representa- 
tives of Great Britain’s overseas do- 
minions. 


As a result of these, said Mr. Lloyd 
George, although the government 
alone was responsible for the actual 
language he proposed using, there 
was a national agreement as to the 
character and the purpose of the na- 
tion’s war aims and peace conditions. 
He was speaking, therefore, not mere- 
ly the mind of the government, but the 
mind of the nation and the empire. 


‘ NO WAR OF'AGGRESSION. 


“We are not fighting a war of ag- 
gression against the German people,” 
declared the premier, “The destruc- 
tion or disruption of Germany or the 
‘German people has never been a war 
aim with us since the first day of the 
war to now. .The British people never 
aimed at breaking up the German 
peoples or the disintegration of their 
empire. Our wish is not to destroy 
Germany’s great position_in the world, 


but to turn her aside from the schemes 
of military domination to devote her 
strength to beneficent tasks.¥ 


The Premier declared Gerat Britain 
was not fighting to take Constantin- 
ople from Turkey, nor destroy Austria 
Hungary. 


WHAT IS DEMANDBD 


“We are not fighting,” he said, “to 
destroy Austria-Hungary or to de- 
prive Turkey of its capital or the rich 
lands in Asia Minor and Thrace, which 
are predominantly Turkish.” 

“Our viewpoint,” the premier de- 
clared, “is that the adoption of a dem- 
ocratic constitution by Germany 
would be the most convincing evidence 
that the old spirit of military domina- 
tion was dead, but that is a question 
ior the German people to decide.” 


The basis of any territorial settle- 
ment must be governmental, with the 
consent of the governed, the premier 
asserted. 


THE GERMAN CONSTITUTION. 


As regards the German constitution, 
Mr. Lloyd George said, Great Britain 
was not fighting to destroy it, al- 


though it considered a military, auto- 
cratic constitution a dangerous anach- 
ronism. After his reference to the 


. 


lesirability of the adoption of a dem- 
ocratic constitution by Germany, he 
continued: 

“The days of the Treaty of Vienna 
are long past. We can no longer 


submit the future of Buropean civil- 
ization to the arbitrary decisions of 
i few negotiators striving to score by 
shicanery or persuasion the interests 
or this or that dynasty or nation. 
Therefore government with the con- 


3ent of the governed must be the 

basis of any: territorial settlement.” 
Referring to .the pronouncement 

made on Dec. 25 by Count von Czer- 


nin the Austro- Hungarian foreign 
minister, at the Brest-Litovsk peace 
conference, the premier said: “It is 
impossible to believe that any per- 
manent peace could be erected on 
such a foundation. Here lip service 
to the formula of no annexation, no 
Indemnity, and self-determination is 
useless, ; 


TO THE LAST WITH FRANCE 


The prime minister said that demo- 
cracy in Great Britain would stand 
to the last by the democracies of 
France and Italy. 


“We should be proud to fight to the 
end,” he declared, “side by side with 
the new Russian democracy. So 
would America, France, and Italy. But 
if the present rulers of Russia act in- 
dependently we have no means to ar- 
rest the calamity. Russia can only 
be saved by her own people. ~ 

“We mean to stand by the French 
democracy to the death,” the premier 
continued, “in the demand the French 
make for a reconsideration of the 
great wrong of 1871 when Alsace- 
Lorraine was torn away from them. 
This sore has poisoned the peace of 
Europe for half a century and until 
it is cured healthy conditions cannot 
be restored.” 

Premier Lloyd George said that an 
independent Poland comprising all 
genuinely Polish elements who de- 
sired to participate was an urgent ne- 
cessity for the stability of western 
Europe. 


GERMAN COLONIES 


Speaking -with regard to the dis- 
position of the German colonies, the 
premier said: “They are held at the 
lisposal of a conference whose decis- 
ions must have primary regard to the 
wishes and interests of their native 
inhabitants.” 


“Nobody who knows. Prussia and 
her designs towards Russia can doubt 
her ultimate intention,” Mr. Lloyd 
George said. “Whatever phrases she 
uses to delude Russia she does not 
mean to surrender any of the Russian 
provinces and cities now occupied. 
Under one name or another they will 
be enticed or bullied into complete 
economic and ultimate political en- 
slavement.” ’ 

“Reparation means_ recognition,” 
the premier said, ‘‘unless  interna- 
tional right is recognised by insist- 
ence or payment for injury done, in 
defiance of its canons, it can never 
be a reality. Next comes the restora- 
tion of Serbia, Montenegro and the 
occupied parts of France, Italy, and 
Roumania. The complete withdraw- 
al of alien armies and reparation for 
injustice done is the fundamental con- 
dition of a permanent peace. 


REGARD THIS AS VITAL. 


_ “We regard this as vital,” said the 
premier, “the legitimate claims of the 
Italians for union with those of their 
own race and tongue. hao 


“We also mean to press that justice 
be done to the men of Roumanian 
blood and speech in their legitimate 
aspirations. 

“If these conditions are fulfilled, 
Austro-Huugary would become a pow- 
er whose strength would conduce to 
the permanent peace and freedom of 
*Kurope instead of being an instru- 
ment of the pernicious Prussian mili- 
tary autocracy.” 


BELGIUM NRST. 


The premier said the first require- 
ments always made by the British 
and their allies had been complete 
restoration of the political, territorial 
and economic independence of Bel- 
gium, and such reparation as could be 


| made for the devastation of its, towns 


and provinces. This was no demand 


for war indemnity, but insistence ‘on 
the fact that before there could be 
any hope of stable peace, this great 
breach of public law in Europe must 
be repudiated, and‘as far.as possible, 
repaired. 

“Although we agree with President 
Wilson that the breaking up of Aus- 
tria-Hungary is no part of our war 
aims,” he added, “we feel that unless 
genuine self-government, Based upon 
true democratic principles, is granted 
those Autro-Hungarian nationalities 


possible to hope for removal of those 


causes of unrest in-that part of Eur- 


ope which so long have threatened its 
genuine peace” 


THE CASE OF TURKEY. 


Outside of Europe, Mr. Lloyd George 
went on, he believed the same princi- 
ples should ‘be applied. He- added: 
“While we do not challenge main- 
tenance of the Turkish empire in the 
homelands of the Turkish race, with 
its capital, Constantinople—the pas- 


sage between the Mediterranean and 
the Black Sea being internationalized 
and neutralized—Arabia, Armenia, 
Mesopotamia, Syria and Palestine are 
In our judgment, entitled to recogni- 
tion of their separate national con- 
dition.” : 


CONDITIONS CHANGE 


The premier told his hearers much 
had been said about the~ arrange- 
ments Great Britain had made with 
its Allies on this and othér subjects. 
He would say only that, as new cir- 
cumstances like the Russian collapse 
and the separate Russian negotiations 
had changed the conditions in which 
were made, the 
government was always ready to dis- 
cuss them with the Allied nations. 


“One regrettable omission we no- 
tice in the proposal of the Central 
powers,” he said. “We beliéve a 
great attempt must-be made to estab- 
lish a great international organiza- 
tion as a means of settling internat- 
ional disputes. War is a relic of bar- 
barism, and as law Qas succeeded vio- 
lence in the settlement of individuals’ 
disputes so it is destined to settle 
national disputes.” .

FOR LASTING PEACE. 


“We are fighting for a just ard last 
ing peace,” the premier said. “Three 
conditions must be fulfilled: firstly, 
the sanctity of treaties re-established; 
secondly, territorial settlement based 
on the right of self determination or 
the consent of the governed; lastly, 
creation of an international organiza- 
tion to limit armaments and diminish 
the possibility of war. 

“To secure these conditions the 
British empire is prepared to make 
even greater sacrifices” 

Referring to the pronouncement of 
Foreign Minister Czernin that it was 
not the intention of the Central pow- 
ers to appropriate forcibly any oc- 
cupied territory or deprive of Its in- 
dependence any nation which had lost 
it during the war, Mr. Lloyd George 
said it was obvious that any scheme 
of conquest and annexations could be 
perpetrated within the literal inter- 
pretation of such a pledge. 


EQUALITY OF RIGHT. 


He continued: “We must know 
what is meant for equality of right 
amongst nations, small as well as 
great, is one of the fundamental is- 
sues this country and her allies are 
fighting to establish.” 

Reparation for Belgian towns and 
villages and their inhabitants, he as- 
serted, had™been repudiated emphati- 
cally by the Central powers, and the 
rest of their so-called offers were al- 
most entirely a refusal of all conces- 
sions. On one point only were they 
clear, under no circumstances would 
Germany’s demand for the restoration 
of the whole of her colonies be de- 
parted from. All principles of self- 
determination vanished. 

The premier declared that unless 
treaties were to be upheld it was ob- 
vious that no treaties of peace would 
be worth the paper on which it was 
written.

hearts. A religion that lacks the ele 
ment of sacrifice is not worthy of the 
name. But I feel that the true,spirit 
of religion must possess the hearts 
of the few supporters we have, other.

At the close of this, another year.

WASTE IN ARMY 
IS PRACTICALLY 
ELIMINATED NOW 


EVEN USED BANDAGES, COTTON 


3ATTEN, ETC., ARE STERIILIZED 


AND RE-USED. 


London, Jan. 10.—The amount of 
naterial which was wasted and is now 
Jeing ‘saved by the army is almost 
veyond belief. 

In 1914 good manufactured mater- 
‘als were thrown away with abandon. 
-n 1917 they are saving the grease off 
che army dirty water. 

‘This saving spirit is not localized 
‘o any particular unit, but is general, 
ind one unit would serve as well as 
‘nother to illustrate it. 

On a recent visit to No. 1 Cana- 
lian general hospital, France, com- 
fMlanded by Col. R. M. Simpson, of 
Winnipeg, the writer saw a good ex- 
ample of this system. The patients 
‘n the hospita! dre exceedingly well 
‘ed at a cost of 1s and 2d a day. The 
linner consists of soup, fish, chicken, 
aot meat and deseert. It was a sort 
of meal that a man would require 
ifter a strenuous day’s work. 

ALL GRBASE SAVED. 

All the bones, gristle, and other 
anusable portions of the meat were 
put into pots and the grease boiled 
out. All used water is put through 
2 series of seepage tanks and .the 
grease secured. Used cotton batten, 
bandages, etc., are sent to b3 sateril- 
ized and then go on to be used in 
making guncotton. Old tins are col- 
lected, ail refuse is incinerated, and 
211 the metallic slag left in the incin- 
erator is sent back for municions. In 
this way millions of dollars worth of 
materials are salvaged for further 
use in the war. 


MEN. THEMSELVES STERILIZED. , 


Incidentally the men themselves ars 
sterilized. They are washed with a 
solution of acetic acid Which kills the 
nits, while coal oil exterminates the 
lice, and if anything still lives a spec- 
ial report is submitted. When all 
signs of lice are gone the men are 
given a bath. One hundred and forty 
men have been put through this pro- 
cess in an hour. 

With reference to the commissariat 
of all hogpitals in France, it would be 
unfair itlone failed to mention the 
splendid contribution which the Na- 
tional Gift Collecting Society, 154, 
Fleet Street, give. This society sends 
1,400 eggs a week as a gift to pevent 
in this hospital. 

Major Orr, by the sidecoany of the 
germ which causes army jaundice or 
“wile’s disease” has brought distinct- 
ion-to the hospital. One of the most 
noticeable and important character- 
istics of this hospital is the splendid 
spirit of the staff. Neither Col. Simp- 
son nor any of his staff has ever put 
in a request for comforts for the offi- 
cers. But they have puts up some 
hard fights for improved conditions 
for the patients. 

The Canadian Red Cross is doing 
excellent work at No. 1, as elsewhere. 
The recreation hut, under Miss Amor- 
el Thomas, of Montreal,and Miss Alice 
Bell, of Victoria, is a very attractive 
spot for the convalescing lads.

Cleveland, Ohio, Jan. 10.—“It is 
always unwise to predict the result 
of an unknown peril,” Sir Frederick 
Edwin Smith, British attorney-general 
said in an address here last night, re- 
ferring to the massing of German 
legions on the west front, “but the 
allies await the attack with supreme 
confidence.”

POLICE BACK 


MADE TO PREMIER STEWART ON

If residents of Southern Alberta 
have their way the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police will return to take up 
their former duties and natrol the 
country districts of the province. Com- 
plaining that crime is on the increase 


since the R.N.W.M.P. was withdrawn, 
and that property, especially live 
stock, is not safe, a delegation from 
Southern Alberta waited on Premier 
Stewart asking that the legislature 
petition the Dominion government for 
the return of the R.N.W.M.P. 


CATTLE RUSTLERS WORK. 


It was pointed out that the provin- 
cial police force had its hands full 
rounding up offenders against the Al- 
berta liquor act, and had no time to 
make even a pretence of patrolling 
the country districts. As a _ result, 
cattle rustling, almost extinct during 
the Mounted Police regime, is now too 
prevalent, and the ranchers, especially 
around Macleod, have suffered severe- 
ly. The property of soldiers, now 
overseas, is being stolen daily, with 
no effort being made to detect the 
offenders, and the entire situation 
seems‘to have got out of hand. 


NEED MEN ON PATROL. 


The suggestion is not a plea for the 
abolition of the Alberta provincial 
police, but a hint. that the Mounted 
Police be retained to patrol thut por- 
tion of the province where cattle thiev- 
ing and minor crimes are now flour- 
ishing, leaving the present police 
force its whole time to enforcing the 
liquor act. That Northern Alberta 
concurs heartily in the suggestion is 
certain from the many complaints 
which have been received regarding 
the way the property of soldiers has 
been overrun, notably in some of the 
districts where alien enemies are in 
the majority 

It is not thought there would be any 
difficulty in securing the Dominion 
government's consent to the proposal, 
as circumstances are entirely differ- 
ent now from six months ago when 
the R.N.W.M.P. were withdrawn for 
other duties. The ensuing session ‘of 
the legislature will probably see some 
decided action taken in this matter . 
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SEDITION IS CHARGED. 


Postmaster of Water Glen Appeals 
Assault Conviction. 


Evidence that the soldiers were 
“scum” “no use to the Union Jack, 
as England was a thief” and “he did- 
n’t give a damn for uniform or king,” 
was brought out in an assault case 
against Chas. A. Johnson, a prominent 
farmer, merchant and postmaster of 
Water Glen, by Livingstone F. Dick- 
son, of Bashaw, on January 2. 

Dickson had just been invalided 
from England where he was serving 
with the field ambulance, and was ap- 
pointed the returning officer at 
Water Glen for the last election. 

It was charged that the assault took 
place at the residence of August Kall- 
man on December 18 as the result of 
a political argument regarding the 
election in West Edmonton. 

As a result of the evidence brought 
out in the trial the magistrate held 
Johnson for a month at hard labor in 
Fort Saskatchewan.’ He immediately 
announced that he would appeal his 
case and was allowed out on $1,000 
bail. . 

A charge of sedition against John- 
son has been laid, to follow the as- 
sault case hearing.

DOMESTIC UPHEAVAL 
IN GERMANY NEARER 
REALITY EVERY DAY 


EMPIRE WAS NEVER IN SUCH 
DANGER OF COLLAPSE FRIOM 
INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL 
DIFFICULTIES AS AT PRESENT. 


Amsterdam, January 11.—Germany 
was never in such danger of collapse 
from internal and external difficulties 
as at present, says the correspondent 
in Germany of the Tidj, in an analysis 
of the existing situation. The politi- 
cal struggle centering around Foreign 
Secretary von Kuehlmann had been 
reflected in violent scenes in the main 
committee of the reichstag. Public 
action of the socialist minority can- 
not longer be resisted and even should 
military elements be successful, the 
correspondent thinks reaction will 
follow quickly. 

Russia’s example is said to already 
have infected popular and _ military 
circles. 

The food question, national mourn- 
ing, the dislocation of industry, the 
growing desire for peace and fear of 
a new offensive on the west threaten 
to lead to a tragic phase if the nego- 
tiations at Brest-Litovsk fail, and in 


that case a domestic upheaval is 
inevitable.
